Two-way ‘tourism across the 
bridges corresponds with ‘Israeli 
plans to abolish the travel permits 
needed by the Arab population of 
the administered territories to cross 
into Jordan. The new arrangements 
for nearly total freedom of Arab 
movement are expected to be an- 
nounced by Defence Minister Moshe 
Dayan, probably today. 

This arrangement is likely to go 
into effect after the middle of this 
month at the end of this year’s 
summer visits scheme which has 
brought into Israel over 180,000 
Arabs from the neighbouring coun- 
tries, in contrast to 107,000 last 
year and 53,000 in 1970. By this 
week most of the summer visi- 
tors would have returned home after 
spending three months in the ad- 
ministered areas and Israel. 

Jordan recently has been under 
pressure from the Arab govern- 
ments, instigated by the terrorist 
movement, to put an end to the 
incre! flow of traffic at the 
bridges, but this has been rejected 
outright by the Arab population in 
the administered territories. A num- 
ber of Arab dignitaries in the West 
Bank and the Gaza Strip recently 
sent 8. message to the Arab League 
protesting against this pressure, 
pointing out that the bridges are 
their only means of communications 
with the outside Arab world.

TEL AVIV. Jewish Defence 
League secretary Yosef Schneider 
was remanded for eight days in the 
Magistrate's Court here yesterday, 
after Police Inspector Shlomo Fried- 
man claimed new proof had been 
found that Schneider was the man 
who organized the recent arms- 
smuggling operation. 

Although the customs broker who 
handled the arms shipment through 
Lod airport could not identify 
Schneider in a line-up (whereupon 
Schneider was released), the suspect 
was re-arrested, the Inspector said, 
after police learnt he planned the 
smuggling with three others, δὲ a 
meeting in Neve Sharett, a northern 
suburb of Tel Aviv. 

(Inspector Friedman claimed that 
Schneider admitted publicly, on Sep- 
tember 2, that the J.D.L. smuggled 
arms abroad to be used against 
Arab terrorists.) 

Police have detained a total of 
six suspects in the smuggling case: 


‘Messrs. Avraham Herkovitz. Ami- 


hai Paglin, Yosef Schneider, Shlomo 
Tidhar, Viadek Uochhauser and 
J.D.L. head Rabbi Meir Kahane. - 
Hochhauser, the driver of Yosef 
Schneider, was the most recent 
suspect detained in the case. He 
was held for questioning on Sunday 
afternoon. Because of his poor health 
he was taken to the Ramle prison 
hospital. He has kidney trouble. He 
has not yet been remanded in cus- 
tody. 
Police believe that, in his capa- 
city as a driver, he was aware of 
the arms-smuggling operation. 
Eabbi Kahane was stiil being held 
for questioning last night in the 
Rishon Lezion lock-up. Police have 
till this morning— when the 43- 
hour period expires — to remand 
him or release him. : 
According to one report, he is 
not cooperating with his interro- 
gators. He reads the Bible instead 
of answering their queries. 
in the District Court here yester- 
day, when suspect Shlomo Tidhar 
appealed against the Magistrate's 
Court order of Sunday to remand 
him for 10 days, Judge Hilisha 
Scheinbaum ruled that Tidhar need 
be held only till Friday. This was 
after deputy district attorney Sab- 
rin Shrater said the investigation 
would be completed by that day.

A committee has been set up by. 
the Education Ministry to investi- 
gate the high failure rate in math- 
ematics of 2th-grade students. 
Headed by Professor Yoser Gilles, 
director of the Weizmann Institute 
Science Teaching Department, the 
committee will re-examine some of 
the basic assumptions underlying 
the high requirements In mathe- 
matics asked of matriculanta. This 
was disclosed isst night by Dr. 
Dan Ronen, special assistant to the 
Education Minister. : 

The move is a response ta nu- 
merous compisints from teachers. 

‘Dr. Ronen said the 1971 maths 
faullure rate for 12th-gradera ma- 
joring- in the humanities was 38.5 
per cent. (This Sgure relates to the 
final mark, which takes the stu- 
@ent's work during the entire yeur 
into account.) In the final bagrut 
examination taken by itself, the 
failure rate was 49.1 per cent, ‘This 
ig not a significant chunge over 
1870, when the rate was 45 per cent, 
he added 

For students in the science trend, 
the two figures for 1971 were 20.3 
and 37.1 per cent, respectively. 

The Ministry is asking the Gilles 
committee to re-evaluate the signi- 
ficance of the type. of abstract 
thinking” required in mathematics 
to the overall education of students. 

Similar re-evaluations took place 
in 1957 and 1966, and ἃ compicte- 
ly new mathematics curriculum its 
now belng tested in 100 high schools 
throughout the country. The inter- 
medizte divisions junior high} 
started teaching a revised maths 
curriculum in 1970, Dr. Ronen said. 
“The problem now is with grades 
10, 11 and 12.” ; 

The Gilles committee will also go 
into the problem of private tutor- 
ing. which a significant, number of 
matric students feel they need if 
they want to have a chance of 
passing.

African Roast Potatoes 
- Instead of using a whole turkey, 

a few turkey wings that 
are cut in half. Rub each wing with 
flour, sugar, salt, pepper, clanamon, 
ginger, garlic and fry them. Put 
them in the oven until they are al- 
most readied. Then put the peeled 
potatoes under the turkey wings 
and again sprinkle the potatoes 
with the suger, salt, pepper, cinna- 
mon, ginger and garlic. Aliso add 
grated onions and margarine. Put 
it into a big casserole and cover. 

Bake 
for about one hour. You can save 
time by boiling the potatoes first 
and then putting them into the 
oven with the above spices.

Customs strike

BAIA. .— The Labour Council 
yesterday approved a strike by the 
400 local customs officials, to pro- 
test the Treasury's failure to equal- 
ize their work and pay conditions 
with those of the Income Tax em- 
ployees. However, the strike date 
was not set pending coordination 
with the customs men throughout 
the country for a general strike. 


Council secretary Eliezer told 
The Post that last week he had per- 
suaded the officials to stop their 
fortnight-long go-slow, when he re- 
celved ea promise from the Internal 
Revenue Commissioner that their 
long-standing claim would be ne- 
gotiated immediately after they re- 
sumed normal work. “Since then 
we have heard nothing,” he said. 
Meanwhile the Haifa customs of- 
fictals were joined in their claim 
by other customs men across the 
country, and the Council therefore, 
decided to ask the national commit- 
tee of the Civil Servants Union to 
set the date for a general strike, 
with the approval of the Histadrut's 
Trade Union Department. The 
Council refused to approve a return 
to the go-slow by the Haifa officials. 

They wili hold a general meeting 
today to decide on their stand.

SAFETY 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 


HAIFA. — Legislation to enforce 
adequate safety standards at fac- 
tories and building sites is still in- 
adequate, according to the director 
of the Institute of Work Safety and 
Hygiene, Mr. Naftali Amidan. At a 
press conference here he announced 
the revival of the public committee 
for the purpose of making employ- 
ers and workers more safety- 
minded. 

The committee includes represen- 
tatives of the labour unions, the 
manufacturers, the National Insur- 
ance Institute, Kupat Holim, the 
Technion, the municipality, Zahal 
employees and otters, and has the 


standing. 

The enormous growth of industry 
since 1967 has led to a proliferation 
of industrial accidents, Mr. Amidan 
said. Last year there were 102,000, 
150 of them fatal, 5,000 leading to

permanent invalidity. “Four million 
work days were lost in a year. It is 
as if 15,000 workers had stayed 
away from their jobs. We estimate 
the loss to the economy at something 
like IL150 million," Mr. Amidan 
said. 

Many insurance companies, in or- 
der to attract clients, offer employ- 
ers and workers policies which give 
them coverage against accidents 
outside working hours (the National 
Insurance Institute covers only ac- 
cidents at work), This leads to 
“over-insurance” which gives ac- 
eldent victims during their disabili- 
ty period 140 per cent of their nor- 
mal earnings. 

“This weakens the will to pre- 
vent accidents and we're trying to 
stop this practice. There is a period 
every summer when farmers seek 
temporary jobs elsewhere, suffer an 
accident and use the period of cer- 
tified disability to work on their 
farms," Mr. Amidan noted.

JANDIGNATION has been con- 
siderable in the Arab coun- 
tries against what they consider

HAD a long and fascinating 

conversation with Ben-Gurion 
on a Sunday in December, 1941; 
so long and so fascinating that 
when we rose from lunch it was 
well after 5 p.m.; and it was 
only then that I learnt from the 
cab driver that the news of Pearl 
Harbor had been announced 
some hours before. I kept no 
notes of conversations with emi- 
nent Jewish leaders from Pales- 
tine, David Ben-Gurion, Moshe 
Sharett, Eliahu Elath and others; 
I must rely only on my very 
uncertain memory. Ben-Gurion> 
too, (like Weizmann) seemed to 
believe in the British connection 
(with Jewish ambitions in Pales- 
tine), both as inevitable and as 
desirable. 

‘But he sharply dissented from 
Weizmann in several respects: 
despite his immense admiration 
for Churchill {not so much on 
account of his pro-Zionism, ‘but 
ag ἃ man of supreme courage 
who, like Tito and de Gaulle, 
stood up and fought against enor- 
mous odds) he put no faith m 
princes, neither in Churchill nor 
in Roosevelt nor in any other 
gentile leader or party or coun- 
try. He believed that the Jews 
of Palestine would by themselves 
be able to repel unavoidable 
Arab attacks, at least for a time; 
and he put great faith in the 
support of the Jews of America: 
the Jewish masses — not the 
leaders, who were in his view 
men of Hitle faith or character, 
but the masses, fired by the 
image of an independent state, 
would prove far stouter hearted 
and more effective allies than the 
powerful politicians whom Weiz- 
mann might persuade or charm. 

‘When Ben-Gurion spoke in 
this vein, in short, sharp bursts, 
punctuated by even more intense,

be America's most powerful priest. 
He is president of Notre Dame 
University which he has transformed 
in two decades from a parochial 
coHege fascinated with football to 
what the “New York Times" once 
described as “8. citadel of Kberalism 
among Catholic universities.” 

Father Hesburgh, a member of 
over 30 foundations and commissions, 
is currently chairman of the U.S. 
Civil Rights Commission, He has 
been awarded two score honorary 
degrees, as well as the U.S. Medal 
of Freedom, and what he's turned 
down is as impressive as what he's 
accepted: He declined the office of 
Archbishop of Chicago, the post of 
U.S. Secretary of Health, Educa- 
tion, and Welfare, and the director- 
ship of NASA, the U.S. space 
agency. 

In an interview in Jerusalem this 
; week Father Hesburgh talked about 
the new Ecumenical Institute at 
Tantur, between the capital and 
Bethlehem. The facility for inter- 
denominational research was initiat- 
ed by the Pope in 1964, financed by 
private philanthropists and has room 
to accommodate 50 visiting scholars. 
Father Hesburgh also discussed 
Political and issues, but 
first he talks of safety: 

No quieter place 

“Some people in the States told 
me don’t go (to Israel) that it's 
dangerous now, and I said “Look, 
New York is dangerous, and Chi- 
cago is dangerous, and I don’t know 
any quieter place than Tantur. All 
of our people are impressed with 
the peacefulness.” 

What of the political implication 
of the institute’s presence on “oc- 
cupied"” lend? 

“Let me sum up the institute in 
four key words. First, universitar- 
ian — a university-type operation, 
ποῖ a chureh-type operation.

gions. International, because we have 
people from every continent And, 
fimally, as a consequence of the

I now knew Ben Gurion's 
mind. The Biltmore Resolution 
of 1942 became 8. rallying cry 
for Jewish feeling and proved to 
be the first great step in the 
mounting ascendancy of Zionism 
over American Jewish opinion, 
culminating in the American 
Jewish Conference of which 
Welzmann was the principal ar- 
chitect. The Biltmore Pro- 
gramme was variously interpret- 
ed, and attacked only by small 
antl-Zionist groups. Ben Gurion’s 
“maximalst” interpretation of it 
seemed to me utopian: in the 
event his passionate. faith proved 


in the national American interest 
to quarrel, for the sake of Jew- 
ish national aspirations, with 
England or the Arabs or both 
— that Zionist pressure was an 
embarrassment to the foreign po- 
licy of the United States—would 
they not recoil from the pros- 
pect of being thought to obstruct 
the policies of their government, 
particularly of the great Presi- 
dent for whom many of them 
felt profound admiration and, in 
some cases, deep personal 
loyalty? 

Ber-Jurion waved this away. 
Let Welzmann go on courting 
Roosevelt and Sumner Welles;

Violence 


“Look, there’s no doubt violence 
is the most unproductive force on 
earth. In all of history, it’s accom- 
plished nothing. In the race move- 
ment it's turned back the clock — 
people who were interested in 
working for racial justice were turn- 
ed off by the thought of associat- 
ing with violence. 

“On the other hand, violence is 
an offshoot of injustice. It's the last, 
frustrated move of a person who 
wants attention to get something 
that he knows is his. Now, we don’t 
deserve to have law and order — 
which is kind of a slogan In Amer- 
ica these days — unless we're really 
working toward justice.
